In the field of secondary education in Alberta today, CLC stands in a peculiar 
situation. 


She is first and foremost a Christian institution. She believes that education must 
involve one’s total personality, and that an individual must recognize in the scope of 
literature, of history, of the arts, and of the sciences, the One Who gives purpose to 
life, and Whom to know is life eternal. 


Secondly, CLC is a residential school. The basic facts acquired in the classroom are 
augmented by interpreting and applying this knowledge to the inter-personal relation- 
ships within a social context. Studies are of primary importance, but dormitory life 
with its added scope of extra-curricular activities contributes a breadth to education 
which cannot be attained through books alone.
